They Are Essential to Health--l’roper 
Covering for the Feet. 

You will never be in good heaith and 
never do your best work if your feet are 
constantly cold. Grave diseases of the 
thruat and lungs are caused by cold feet 
alone, and these troubles are always 
aggravated by a frigid condition of the 
lower extremities. If proper footwear 
ioes not give relief, consult a physician, 
for the chances are the system is ‘run 
down’ and radical measures are neces- 
sary. In nine cases out of ten, however. 
the foot covering isto blame. either be- 
cause of its shape or its material. Save 
in warm weather, and for low-cut shoes, 
leather, as ordinarily prepared. has seri- 
ous objections. It lacks two prime quali- 
ties—porosity and capacity for absorption 
—beirg in this respect too much like rub- 
ber. No foot can remain either comfort- 
able or h&iithy if kept in a perpetual 
bath of its own emanations and excre- 
tions. Leather, especially that of the 
more porous Varieties mag be tolerated 
for the ontside. but for cold weather it 
should always be lined with woolen cloth. 
or better, with woo! felt. In fact, for all 
cold climates, and tor winter wear in all 
climates where there is any winter, a foot 


gear made from all-wool felt approaches.
